Over the next several weeks, we look forward to some exciting DXPeditions, 
including some that will be active during the CQWW DX SSB contest that takes 
place this weekend! Last year, over 35,000 participants submitted logs, making it 
one of the biggest contests of the year. So, if you’re looking to add some new DXCC 
entities to your totals, this is a great contest to take part in. Here’s a list of some 
announced DXPeditions between now and the end of the year:
